NEW YORK, Aug. 2b—Although the state department at Wash- 
ington has received consular advices that eight Americans still are 
unaccounted for among the Arabio’s passengers, the White Star line 
Officials here reported tonight that only two Americans were among | 
the missing. These were Mrs. Josephine L. Bruguiere, and Edmond | 
F. Woods. The White Star line’s latest advices from Liverpool plac- 
ed James Houlihan and Thomas Elmore in the list of survivors. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20—Tension increased in official circles 
here tonight when consular messages forwarding affidavits of Amer- 
ican survivors of the British liner Arabic brought definite informa 
tion that the vessel was torpedoed without warning, and that at least | 
some Americans had been lost. It seemed that but one point remain- 
ed to be cleared up—whether the Arabie attempted to ram the sub- 
marine or whether a change of the liner’s course to assist the already 
sinking British steamer Dunsley nearby. was misinterpreted by the 
German submarine commander as a hostile approach. The attitude 
of the American government for the moment is receptive, anxiously 
awaiting details and reserving judgment as to whether the action 
was ‘Deliberately unfriendly.’’ The final decision rests with Presi- 
dent Wilson,

During the month o; Juiy the Ed- 
monton branch of the Red C oss So- 
clety has shipped to Calgary (to be 
forwarded to Toronto)  sixty-three 
casea of garments for our wounded 
soldiers in hospital. Wine of these 
cases left Edmonton on July 6th, ten 
on July 21st., and forty-four on July 
Sist. They contained 11,118 garments 
in all, viz: 288 suits of pyjamas, 204 
surgical shirts, 846 triangulal band- 
ages, 330 bed jackets, 4998 service 
handkerchiefs, 72 service shirts, 108 
pairs of socks, 108 face cloths, 198 
many-tailed bandages, 2610 T' band- 
ages, 140 sheets. 216 hospital sults, 
104 bed pads, 2 Dlankets, 180 large 
surgical pads, 54 pillow cases, 
hospital handkerchiefs and 474 
straight bandages. These shipments 
contain work done by the country 
auxiliaries of the Edmonton branch 
of the society, as well as the city 
workers, and also 
ed from various individuals and socie- 
ties which have already been acknow- 
ledged in the local papers. 

From information received from 
Calgary we learn that 237 boxes of 


supplies have left the provincial de- | 


pot during the last month and that 
the Alberta ‘Provincial Red Cross 80- 
clety has forty-two branches, From 
these figures we see that Edmonton 
(together with her auxiliaries) has 
forwarded more than one-quarter of 
the supplies shipped by the whole 
Province of Alberta.
